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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is responsive to the amendment filed June 20, 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Fig. 2 with positive locking element 9 in 
the reply filed on October 27, 2004 is acknowledged. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 26-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 26 recites the limitations "the actuator" and "the positive locking coupling 
device" in line 15. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 26-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DE ('116) in view of Harper ('252). 

DE discloses a transmission having a coupling device (15, 18), an actuator (20) 
or piston control unit, and a second spring device (22). Also, the actuator acts on the 
posite-coupling device via a first spring device. DE, however, does not show a friction 
member. 
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It is very conventional, however, to provide a frictional device between positively 
coupling elements for synchronization purposes. For example, Harper discloses a 
transmission (Fig. 1) comprising rotating transmission components (12, 14), non- 
rotating transmission components (44), coupling device (46), a frictional element (74) 
and a positive locking device (62, 72). 




Then, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide a synchronizing frictional element in the 
coupling of DE in view of Harper to reduce the NVH of the transmission device. 
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Claims 23-25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 
('116) in view of Harper ('252), as applied to claims 26-30 above, and further in view of 
Richards ('296). 

DE in view of Harper do not show a spring for loading the friction surface. 
However, providing such springs in synchronizers is conventional in the art. 
Richards, for example, discloses a conventional synchronizer having friction members, 
a positive clutch, and biasing means for loading the friction surfaces (Fig. 9). Then, it 
would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to load friction surfaces of the device of DE in view of Harper in further view 
of Richards to augment the initial engagement force of the assembly. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 23 and 26 have been carfully 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
